North American workers are 
back to work again following 
an 80.9 per cent vote in favor 
of accepting the 4 j>cr cent 
wage-hike agreement signed 
Monday by the company and 
union negotiators.

The* decision was reached at 
union mass meetings to accept 
the agreement settling a multi- 
million dollar strike which has 
crippled production of America's 
fast Sabre jet and Super Sabre 
planes.

North American Aviation, In­ 
corporated, spokesmen said the 
terms were the snme the com­ 
pany offered before 33,000 mem­ 
bers of the CIO-United Auto 
Workers walked out October 23 
at plants in Los Angeles, 
Fresno, California, and Colum­ 
bus, Ohio.

That means a Christmas pres­ 
ent wage increase of 4 per cent,' 
or 8 to 20 cents an hour. Wage 
scales before the strike ranged 
from $1.42 to $2.32 hourly. The 
union originally demanded 26 
cents an hour, then dropped to 
10 to 20 cents hourly.

Two other major plane com­ 
panies announced -wage agree 
merits this week.
